RUINED RY FIRE 


8. A. Nash-Boulden, forest su­ 
pervisor. Francis Cuttle and a rep­ 
resentative of tho San Bernardino 
Chamber of Commerce made a trip 
of Inspection over the burned area 
on the watersheds of the Santiago 
and other canyons In Orange coun­ 
ty yesterday and report complete 
devastation of the watersheds cov­ 
ering approximately 20,000 
acres 
Several houses were burned 
end 
one man lost his life. 
(Treat dam­ 
age undoubtedly will 
ensue 
from 
erosion when rains occur and It 
will be many years before 
there 
will be a growth on thle 
water­ 
shed; some of It 
probably

has been burned off, they said. 
Summing up the economic loss, 
by reason of greater run-off from 
this area.

As this water naturally 
would be used on Intensively culti­ 
vated horticultural and agricultur­ 
al lands In Orange 
county, 
the 
gross return probably would be not 
less than 1200 
per 
acre,

would mean an annual gross loss

BF RUSSIA IS 


STOCKHOLM. Nov. It — The 
‘‘great ruby of Russia,” pride of 
crowned heads for centuries, once 
treasured possession of Catherine 
the Great and considered one of 
the most valuable of the Russian 
crown Jewels, Is now declared by a 
Russian scientist to be merely a 
large rubella# and far from preci­ 
ous. 
The bogus character of this long 
filmed Jewel Is disclosed by Prof. 
Oregorl Amlnoff, head of the min­ 
eralogical section of the Swedish 
royal museum. 
His statement Is based on a re- I 
port by Prof. A, Foreman, ppted 
Russian mineralogist, published In 
the bulletin of the Russian Aca- j 
demy of Science, In which the Rut- , 
slan authority writes about it as! 
follows: 
"It was. as a m atter of fact, a 
light red tourmaline from Burma j 
(rubellas)—genuine rubles are al­ 
ways dark red—weighing 250 carats 
of Irregular shape and representing 
nothing exceptional either as 
to 
size or quality.” 
Thus ends the appeal of on# of 
the most noted pieces of Jewelry 
that have figured in Swedish and 
Russian history. 
Originally the Swedish crown ob­ 
tained It as war booty at Prague, 
its earlier history being shrouded 
in mystery, and Queen Christina, 
the spendthrift daughter of Gus­ 
tavus Adolphus, once “hocked" It 
for ready cash at Antwerp, where 
it was later redeemed by the Swed­ 
ish government 
It was the summer of 1777, while 
visiting Catherine the Great in St. 
Petersburg (now Leningrad) that 
the Swedish 
king, 
Gustavus 
III, 
had it removed illegally from the 
Swedish collection In order to be­ 
stow it on the empress In return 
for similar 
favors. 
Since 
then 
there have been 
many proposals 
to have It redeemed once more 
by the Swedish authorities, but it 
is still kept In the Russian collec­ 
tion, and now the Swedish Interest 
has cooled off.
